A Prohibitory I_aw. 


Tbe Legislators of this State, at its last session, 


authorized tie people of. tbe State to express, by 
ballot, at tlie next general election, their wishes 
for and against a Prohibitory Liquor Law. 


This question, iu some of its bearings, has agi- 


tated the people of nearly all tbe Northern States, 
and eome of the Southern, for the last few years. 
It originated in tbe State of Maine, where tbe 
Law was first enacted. Several oilier Status have 
since enacted it, and others are still agitating it 
The question has been considerably agitated in 
tbis State, and as the day of election approaches, 


, for and against it. is organizing and 


increasing. It will be tbe leading question, in 
importance, of the forthcoming political cauvass 
of the State. 


Yet, seerning'y, but very little of tha discussion 


on either side is based upon a correct apprehen- 
sion of the question, or a proper discrimination 
between principle and expediency. The advo- 
cates of tbe law indulge in severe tirades upon 
the hideous wretchedness of intoxication, and the 
turpitude of those engaged in tbe traffic. 
In ex- 


act proportion to the degree oi wretchedness in 
the one, they cliargo criminality upon Ibe other. 
And they de'u and the law upon the ground of 
principle—abstract right—contending it to-be ibc 
duty of government to suppress, by penal stat- 
ute, everything which products'Lunaan misery, 
and that tbe traffic in intoxicating drinks is the 
cause of intoxication, and therefore, that a pro- 
hibitory law is right upon principle. Tbe oppo- 
nents of the law deny the right, contend that in- 
toxication is the result of the vice of tbe individ- 


ual, and not of the traffic,, which in itself is indif- 
ferent, and that the law is intolerant, op, ressive, 
inexpedient,and urged only by arbitrary fanati- 
cwiii. 


Bolh sides are wrong. The law cannot ba sus- 


tained upon principle, but may le upon expedi- 
ency. A proper discrimination in tbis respect 
would set tlie question in its right position.

of another, as a hired pilot, such one is subject to 
the pmisbmcut of a tine. At Louisville, no one 
but lic'-nscd pilots are permitted lo run rafts and 
fliit or ither boats over the rapids at th;.t place, 
called^be '• Falls of the Ohio." At Tittsburg, 
and at most other large places on the Ohio and 
Missis, ippt Rivers, none but licensed persons are 
permit ect to [Erasure the lumber brought in rafts 
or boats, and sold to the lumber merchants of 
those j laces.

The River 
mercli nits, having thus a monopoly, paid only 
four crnts a pound for dried hides, and thirty-one 
cents :. bushul for wheat. Two years ago the 
l.egisl iture of this State was beset with petitions 
till it macted a law compelling travelling merch- 
nnts tn take out a license. By law of Congress 
steam loats are. riot now permitted to-run unless 
they lave life-boats, preservers, buckets, &o., on 
board, and have a certificate from tha boiler in- 
specto'.

Thus far the abstract right. Upon abstract 


principle, the Law cannot be sustained,- because 
it is an infringement of my natural right 


Man's rights are relative. Our duties are coex- 


tBnsive with our rights. In the wiklemeB8,I have 
a right to tnkeoffmyclolh.es, for a-wash or swim. 
In a crowded city I have no right to.do this, be- 
cause there it. would be indecent, and an infringe- 
ment of the natural rights ofy others lo. bo pro- 
tected from indecent sights and exposures. 
I may 


have a right to erect and use a slaughter house 
so far from the habitation of another, that it can 
not be offensive or deleterious. 
If a city is made, 


and it extends so far as to surround my slaughter 
house, I may keep the buildiug, but I lose the 
right to continue, it as a slaughter house, because 
it becomes pestiferous and offensive. 


Generally, T have a right to enjoy the exercise 


of all my faculties, the gratification of all my pas- 
sion,, and the freedom of all my abstract rights, 
when that enjoyment, gratification, and freedom, 
will not infriiiKe u on the rights of others, or vio- 
late the laws of health. The perfect freedom of 
alt my abstract rights, is only to be modified by 
tny relative rights. I have an abstract right to 
bathe, and keep a tan yard; but not toexpotti my- 
self to others, or to offend them with the effluvia 
arising ironi my vats. So I hare an abstract, right 
to make whiskey, but not to pour it down my 
own or my neighbor'^ throat, whereby we may 
become iuto_tic«teil., 


So upon ihe ground of relative right, the law 


cannot be sustained ; because, relatively, the ma- 
king or Bulling of alcohol, does not infringe upon 
the right of another. 


The use of intoxicating beverages is wrong— 


crime ; because a roan intoxicated is crazy, ciuel, 
dangerous, a pest, and a nuisance. Intoxication 
ruin's health, destroys peace, eats out the substance 
of the familr, and brings in its Irani the greatest 
misery nnd wretchedness. Whatever does all this, 
as an inevitable consequence, is crime. It, there- 
fore, is wrong to get drunk, and wrong to drink in- 
toxicating beverages. If all wrong deserves pun- 
ishment; then drunkenness, or drinking intoxica- 
ting beverages should be punished. If punish- 
ment i« the only way to prevent wrong and 
crime, then this indulgence should be punished. 
But.if punishment is resorted to at all, the guilty 
and not the innocent should be punished. 
If I 


buy a-glam of whiskey, and batbe a wounded 
limb- will- it, the act may not only be innocent 
and right, but laudable. As a surgical, mecJrmi 
cal, and chemical agent, alcohol may be a neces- 
sary convenience.. Then the making and selling 
of it, are reputable and praiseworthy.' I have not 
only a right to make and sell it, bat it is good 
thai I do make and sell it. But if I buy a glass 
of'whiskey and drink it, I do wrong. -In bolh 
these cases the selling the whiskey is an indiffer- 
ent act, in principle rigut and good. It is the use 
it is put to, that mtk.* the good or bad result— 
And tbir (hear-kttmation should not be iote sight 
of.That principfe .win 'not wiattio tlie Law. Up- 
on principle"U is wrong, tyrannical, partial, and 
unjust; in direct, palpable violation at man'* nct- 
ural anid inalienable rights. 


But tbe side of expediency presents an tuUrely 


niensurcd, before they are permitted to sail them. 


Thise are but slight specimens of this class of 


laws, *hir,h are held to be just and right, air 
sustai led. by .the.public opinion of all countries. 
They ire not sustained by principle; ou the con- 
trary, they are an indirect; violation of all cor- 
rect p inciple. I have a natural right to build 
ships ami carry passengers anywhere; rnak 
bread of any.size loaves, of any kind of flour; 
to pil"t'any ship, in any channel where lean 
get et-.iployed.; to measure anybody's lumber 
who vanta me to ; to sell goods from a house, a 
boat, >r a wagon ; to run steamboats with tiller 
ropes or chains,with or without life boats or pre- 
servers on'board ; to make powder, arsenic, or 
sugar of lead ; to sell hay or wood by the wagon 
load, ir by the ton and cord ; to make whiskey, 
ether, chloroform, or " ejchilerating gas;" and to 
do anything which does not inherently, or inevi- 
tably, of itself/work injury to others, or infringe 
upon their rights. 


Tb-ise acts are all of Ihe same class, and the 


l»w s-ippresaii'ig one: is precisely like the lawsnp 
pressing another. So a law prohibiting the ma- 
king, or selling of intoxicating beverages is pre- 
cisely like them in . kind, and can be .defended, 
sustained, or advocated; only by the same process 
of rei soning which will sustain them. 
The law 


whicl says I shall not.sell wood by tbe load, is 
precisely like, in character, the law wliicli says 
I sha 1 not sell whiskey at all; and is only Jees in 
degre; 


Soi ie of these laws, especially that of quaran- 


tine, ind that driving a slaughter-house out o; 
the b 'art of a city, are sustainable by the. airhole 
force of expediency. 
All the sanitary laws o: 


cities such as the compelling tiie cleaning ol 
street., back yards, throwing lime and other ab- 
sorbe its into out-bonscs. sewers, <tc.,are sustain- 
able md justifiable only in the same way 
And .>n this basis only can n Prohibitory Liquot 
Law 3e consistently advocated 


Drunkenness has been one of the great curses 


of tin •world. From the earliest records of history

And jovernments, from parly time, have sought to 
suppijss it by punishment and penal law.

And n our country. nl( expedients, excepting this 
one of tintire prohibition, have been tried in vain 
Tbe ' tatute books of all our States are filled with 
laws -egulating the traffir,with penalties attached 
for tl a prevention of, intoxication. The bighes 
licent f , and no license at all, have been trieJ. Tbe 
beat »nd purest of mil people bare spent time 
inone f.talen't.their all, in efforts to arouse tbe con- 
fcicn< o of tbe community against this giipi.itic 
wron ;. The Press, the Pulpit, the Lecture Room 
with all-tbeir power, bBve.been mnde agent* in 
the g KM! cause. Every possible effort to arouse 
pubh : opinion has been tried. Reform Societies, 
in ev Ty possible shape, have beeagut up. Tem- 
penu ce Societies.

There are a few uses lor which alcohol if abso- 


lutely necessary. 
But even these, right, nrd 


proper as they are, rmd bettor bu forgone, for tho 
saku of the suppression of this monstrous evil. 


It has been tried, and it is found that no am- 


ount of care, solicitude, and watchfulness, on the 
part of parents, will prevent their sons from fid- 
ling into tbo vortex of this overshadowing in- 
iquity. The temptation U so subtle, so insidious, 
is garnished with allurements, and presented 
under 
such piptivatina; 
blandishments, thut 


human nature is Ux> weak to withstand it. 
Here 


is a reading room fitted up in all the grandeur 
and style of the taste and wealth of the day. 
Pleasant rooms, cool and airy, furnished with all 
he luxury and convenience of human invention. 
They are tho fashionable rnsort of nuin of taste, 
iducatinn and refinement. Wns this fill it would be 
glorious and piaisuworthy—but behind . is a 
ootn contain!]-!; billiard tables. 
Tim playing of 


illiards is nn innocent, pleasant, manly, intulk'C- 
lal, healthy fimusHment. AIoii will play, and it 
s ri^ht they should—but behind this room is a 
iquor bar, and the forfeit of the game is a drink 
ur the company. First then, is the hope of not 
osinjj; second, the privilege of not drinking if 
he game is lost : ami third, the resolution to 
Irink no where eisi; and under no other circuni- 


All these tlie young miin tiies, to hide 


ho temptation and evil from his own eyrs, while 
he beauty of the roomn, the luxury of llio furni- 
,ure, the diameter of the company, tlie cxcite- 
nenf of ihi; game, are all too alluring nnd pleasant. 


..ilhstnnd. 
Once-'infor it, pride, shame, fear 


of ridicule, and all the bettor emotions are made 
o justify the t>vil sti-p. 


This is the most brilliant covering of the evil. 


From thi*, duscmding in the vice in regular gra- 
dation will be found the low, filthy room, filled 
with dual and tobacco spit, contiiining a pine 
able, a few rickety chairs, a pack of cards, a 
Barrel of whiskey, a few old glasses, and a box of 
cigars. These are bolh sinks of iniquity and 
nuisances, however alhu'ine the appearance of the 
jne, and loathsome that of the other. 


Men have an abstract right to keep such shops, 


ind I and my son must keep out of them, if we 
do not like them. So have men an abstract 
right to ki'cp brothels, and 1 must keep my wife 
.nd'danuhter from thimi, if I do not like them. 
It is difficult to decide which is the greater infa- 
ny, lh« brothel or tho saloon. Public opinion 
has long,since demanded a law prohibiting the 
one ; nnd a law prohibiting the other is susliitnn- 
hle by the same rule of reasoning, and is equally 
ust ill able. 


It is true that men do buy arid use alcohol an a 


solvent for many of the gums. They do buy it 
and use it for rueclinnical, chemical, surgical, cult- 


nry, and other useful purposes. 
But the myri- 


ads of drinking saloons all over the country, nml 
tbe literal rivers of intoxicating beverages dru.ilc 
therein, so far otit meaHun.'the good uses, beyond 
l.be most futile attempts at comparison, that if 
the good was lost in tlia suppression of the bad, 
society would receive u blussiog in the prohibi- 
tion. 


The word "Traffic" covers' the sale for both 


useful and vicious purposes. 
But no one is found 


making the traffic in ;i legitimate way his whole 
vocation. 
Wlierens "Thousands" is too feeble 


a word, and "Myriads" must b« used, to express 
the number who are engaged in no other vocation 
than selling intoxication. Tbis vocation produ- 
ces nothing, Mini does no possible good, in no one 
particular.. Take the'myriads of lliu saloon keep- 
ers in the aggregate, ami they add not one thing 
to the useful articles of life. 
On the contrary 


they eat oot tho snbslancu of all their victims, 
and not only this, but the substance of the wo- 
men and children of the country. They do not 
stop here. They utterly unfit all who come in 
contact with them from performing the laboring 
dutie.H of life. The prohitibion of the traffic, 
therefori.-;.has.this good to'ali-r-it'-.'leaves men in si 
condition to labor, ihe trafficers themselves must 
resort to some useful vocation, and much is mklett 
to the' nccwMcies of the -world . 


All are interested in the suppression of vice and 


idleness.'... Ther mechanic, the .trader, the profi-n-. 
siortal man, the man of wenlth. it) short, lh« en- 
tire coinmnnity is deeply interested, in a pecunU 
ary view, in having people sober, and in condi- 
tion lo labor. If alt laboring men weit drunk- 
ards, other people could not live. Hence, just w> 
far as drunf-«nness is suppressed, just so fir is the 
wesllh and.Ihe necegwirit-s of society advanced. 


Hence, ifn-Prohibitury Lawio.W prevent drunk- 


enness, these, what 
may be called cold and 


worldly considerations, sufficiently show the ne- 
cessity, and expediency-of. its'.enactment., without 
referring once to the moral aspect. But, wlien 
this raoial aspect is taken into account; when the 
happy wives, glad children, rejoiced friends, and 
the Redeemed victims, themselves, are considered; 
when an amount of wrotchrdness mid degradation, 
which language utterly fails to describe, \» repla- 
ced with joy and gladness arid happiness, is 
weighed, tne expediency rises almost to the dig- 
nity of principle, so urgent, no necessary, so im- 
portant and irrefragable do the reasons fur trying 
the experiment become.

in every mail The experiment has been tried, 
and found good, the expediency pmvfd, and we 
have only to follow the good lead of nihers

and the great good which will result therefrom.
